Sunday morning from Shanghai via Foo- 
chaw, Amoy'and Swatow, He was accom- 
nanied by his private serrataries, snd De 
G. E. Morrison, who has done such excel- 
lent Work for The Timesas Special Corrca- 
‘pondent at Peking during the past two 
years, Wherever he haa gone in China, 
Lord Charles Beresford haa been received 
with princely honours, Had he been the 
member of a reigning house, the courtesy 
displayed to him by the Chinese officials 
could not have been grestér, and if they 
would aa readily accopt hia lordship’s advice 
there would he a peaceful revolution 
throughout tho Chinese Empire in less than 
twelve months. At. Foochow,. Amoy and 
Swatow, ss had been the caso in Northern 
China and along the Yangtso, he was freely 
shown over tho fortifications, docks, &c,
